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Membership Report 

The MSNA by-laws require the treasurer to prepare an annual report on 
the membership. While our membership year ends December 31, 2016, it 
is highly unlikely we will get any payments of 2016 or prior year dues in 
the next month, so I am giving the report now for this year and all years 
back to 2010. The transition to using an on-line printer and mailing house 
is now complete, and I will separate the mailing of membership cards and 
dues notices from the journal production cycle. 

MSNA has six types of membership. Regular, club and junior members 
must pay each year. Life, club life, and honorary life members are 
inducted once and stay members until they pass away, the club is 
dissolved, or they resign. Honorary life members become life members 
immediately, while regular and club life members must be a member in 
good standing the three years previous. So the only changes to life 
membership are new members and deceased members, while regular 
members can join, renew (which can be paid in advance or arrears), lapse, 
or return after a lapse of at least one year.

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Collecting World Silver an Ounce at a Time

There is something about the feel of a big coin when we hold it that hits a 
primal chord in virtually all collectors. We like that heft, that weight, that 
density. One can argue this is part of the reason big coins are always 
popular. Seriously, by comparison, how many people have we ever 
known who collected a full set of the tiny “Panama pill” coins (they’re just 
too small to be fun). Yet when it comes to forming handsome collections 
of big coins, sometimes the price tags get in the way. So what about 
finding some affordable way to put together an assembly of big silver? 
What about collecting one-ounce silver bullion coins? 



U.S. Silver Eagle 

Perhaps the obvious place to start when it comes to one-ounce silver coins 
is our own U.S. silver Eagles. We don’t have the oldest program among 
the world’s mints, but we do have one that has taken a leading spot in the 
world when it comes to attractive one-ounce silver coins for everyone 
from small investors to big traders. A person can basically collect one per 
year all the way back to 1986, and if they collect what might be called the 
“regular” issues, will not pay much more than the price of the silver in 
each coin. 

Proof Silver Eagles 

Also going back to 1986 are the proof versions of the silver Eagles. These 
were never made just to be silver bullion coins; rather, these have always 
been collector items. Curiously, if we choose to buy them in their original 
holders, or in some similar fashion, the premium attached to them is not 
really that high. If we go for certified pieces - meaning those encapsulated 
by some reputable third party grading service - well, now we are paying 
for the attached, official grade. The coveted PF-70 grade can at times cost 
quite a bit. Going down a notch or two to grades such as PF-69 or PF-68 
will ease the stress on one’s wallet. Whatever grade we choose to buy 
though, proof silver Eagles will look tremendous. 
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Anyone who has kept an eye on the program knows there are some other 
options in the series, as well as one screaming rarity. Reverse proofs, 
enhanced uncirculated, and burnished finishes are now part of our 
collecting options, and the 1995-W has become what we might call an 
artificial rarity - although that seems to have done nothing to diminish 
collectors’ love of it. When it comes to building a collection, any of these 
options are possible, but all of them will cost a bit. 



Our northern neighbor had jumped into the business of silver one-ounce 
coins several years before we did. Anyone who wishes to expand a 
collection of big silver to the silver Canadian Maple Leaf coins - or start 
one there, for that matter - can go back as far as 1979. Once again, the 
choice becomes whether to collect the regular issues or something more 
upscale like the proofs. Both have their allure. The proofs have higher 
price tags - but because the collector base for Canadian coins in the U.S. 
is not huge, the premiums for proof Maple Leaves are not really all that 
high. 



South to the Ubertads 

The Mexican Libertad is too often a coin that collectors overlook, yet it is 
only the current iteration of a centuries-old production of silver from what 
was first New Spain and later the independent nation we know as Mexico. 
It is fair to say that the Libertads are the younger siblings of the much 
older pieces of eight, the 8 reales, and then of the Mexican pesos that have 
fueled a great deal of global trade since the late 1500’s.

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The current Libertads have their start in 1982, and have plenty of dates in 
the years since then when mintages were very high. This is great news for 
anyone thinking about building any set of them. As with their U.S. and 
Canadian counterparts, prices for those coins that were “made to trade” as 
it were, are pretty close to the price of silver metal. 


The fine folks in the Casa de Moneda have also seen fit to produce proof 
versions of the silver Libertad, as they are fully aware of the collector 
potential. These too are collectible today, and yes, do command some 
premium simply because they are proofs. 



A person could have a lot of fun just collecting a few of each of the one- 
ounce, silver bullion coins of the U.S., Canada, and Mexico, then seeing 
how they could grow a collection from there. But as someone wise once 
said, “It’s a big world out there.” The phrase certainly applies here, as 
there are silver one-ounce bullion coins produced in Great Britain, China, 
Australia, Austria, Kazakhstan, Ukraine, the Isle of Man, and a host of 
other countries. The Chinese Pandas have become popular coins in the 
past couple of decades, and are well known in collector circles. It’s a safe 
bet that the one-ounce silver Irbis coins of Kazakhstan (which portray an 
ounce cat) are not as popular - or as well known. Yet a person might very 
well enjoy hunting for one of each of these world one-ounce pieces, or 
finding the ones we haven’t even mentioned. The prices are probably not 
that different from those of the Eagles, Maple Leaves, and Libertads. 

Conclusion 


Whether you have been a long-time collector of U.S. silver Eagles and 
have only recently looked at some of the big silver from overseas, or 
whether you have never taken a moment to sneak a peek at these big, 
silver, one-ounce bullion coins, now might be a very good time to stare in 
earnest. There is some great potential in collecting these big, silver coins.

Part Thirty-Four: Mexican One Ounce Medals 
by Simcha Kuritzky, NLG 

An unusual set of Mexican silver zodiac 
medals shows a radiant Helios bust inside 
a circle, with the twelve zodiac signs sur¬ 
rounding, starting with Aries at eleven 
o’clock and proceeding counter-clock¬ 
wise. At top is Una Onza Troy Plata Pura 
- Ley 999 (One Ounce Troy Pure Silver - 
999 Fine). The bottom legend is Zodiaco 
en un manuscrito latino del Siglo XI 
(Zodiac in an 11 th Century Latin manu¬ 
script). This image appears in The Hermetic 
Museum: Alchemy and Mysticism by Alex¬ 
ander Ruba. Surrounding the zodiac wheel are 
the four seasons. The book claimed the image 
may be from the Thirteenth Century and the 
Helios figure could represent Jesus, though 
there is no cruciform halo which was standard 
in those days for depictions of Jesus. Each of 
the twelve medals shows one zodiac sign on 
their obverse, but strangely, these zodiac 
figures don’t really look like the ones in the 
manuscript. In particular, the twins are 
represented by a single standing male. The only obverse inscription is the 
zodiac sign’s name in Spanish, which is not always the same as the Latin.
